kidneys. 


Finally, acarefully selected diet is 


especially important. The aid-fashion- 
ed milk diet is not satisfactory, be- 
cause it may provide too much fluid, 
or too much protein, for the individ- 
ual case. The diet, invariably, de- 
pends upon results of the study made 
by the doctor. 


In his examination, the doctor will
